The following is the statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art disclosed by the applicant and cited by the Examiner fail to teach 
or suggest, alone or in combination, all the limitations of the independent claim(s) 
(claims 1,4,7 and 8), particularly a method and drive unit that parameterizes software 
signal connections wherein: the signal source has a identification parameter having a 
signal ID and parameter number; the signal sink has a module-specific signal sink 
identification parameter and a parameterizable connection parameter. 

• US Pat. No. 6,954,904 to White discloses a plurality of signal source and 
sinks (Col. 2, Ins. 39-54) and being able to test a plurality of parameters 
(Col. 16, Ins. 23-33). However, White does not teach the specific 
parameter attributes enumerated in the claims. 

• US Pat. No. 6,459,940 to Ghorbel et al. discloses adjusting various 
parameters for a motor (Col. 4, Table 1). Ghorbel et al. does not disclose 
the signal source/sink of the claims or the parameter attributes 
enumerated.
